COMMENTS ON EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR

In a Notice of Allowance mailed on January 11, 2005, the Examiner stated that 

Applicants' method, system, and computer program product claims were neither anticipated nor 

made obvious by COSTIN IV, et al. (US 2002/004 9816) in view of MURET et al. (US 

2003/004 2821) and SMITH et al. (Article 1996). The Examiner stated that none of COSTIN 

IV, MURET or SMITH disclose or suggest (1) virtual plaques honoring a donor, (2) forming 

teams on a website to participate in fundraising campaign and compete with each other to raise 

money, and (3) displaying team ranks on virtual plaques. The Examiner also referred to 

Applicants' January 27, 2004 "Affidavit in Support of Nonobviousness", and cited page 2, lines 

1-2. 

While the allowed claims are patentable, Applicants note that patentability does not rest 
on these three features. The cited Affidavit, at page 2, lines 1-2, merely notes that virtual 
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plaques, team competition and team ranks are recited in various claims. Not all claims in the 

application recited each of these limitations, and patentability does not depend on their inclusion 

in one claim. See, for example, the January 20, 2004 Interview Summary prepared by the 

Examiner, in which the PTO acknowledged that either "displaying one or more web pages with a 

virtual plaque honoring the donor" or "displaying the team ranks on the virtual plaque [sic] and 

wherein the team competes with one another to raise money" was sufficient to patentably 

distinguish over the alleged prior art. 

Applicants respectfully request entry of the above remarks into the file history of the 
instant application.
